Horse Vanishes While Working 
In Team — Found in Old Well 


Animal Plunges 35 Feet Into Abandoned Shaft; Col­ 
lapses When Rescued by Digging Kit?, but Has 
Only Scratches and Bruises. 


H arrisonburg, Va., Aug. 13.—An 
1,800-pound horse plunged thirty- 
five feet to the bottom of an aband­ 
oned well on Harry 
G arber’s farm 
near M aryland, and seven hours 
later was rescued by the use of a 
w ell-drilling rig. 
T he horse collapsed after being 
returned to the surface, but quickly 
revived and has only bruises and 
scratches to show for one of the 
most unusual farm experiences in 
Rockingham . 
The horse was being worked in a, 
team when it suddenly vanished 
from sight. 
The strain b**oke the 
harness and the other horse was 
freed. 
It was found later th a t the 
well had been covered w ith planks 
and e a rth and the planks had rotted 
away. 
None of the men a t work on 
the farm knew the old well existed. 
After 
the 
horse 
disappeared 
through the opening three and one- 
lmlf feet in diameter, preparations 
were m ade to shoot it in order to 
end its suffering. 
Investigation re­ 
vealed. however, that the horse was 
standing erect at the bottom of the 
well. 
Those 
w'ho descended 
the 
sh aft found a large cham ber a t the 
base of the shaft. This apparently 
was 
form ed 
by 
an 
underground 


stream 
which 
had 
changed 
its 
course. 
The horse then was protected with 
feed sacks, a collar attached and a 
band placed around its body. 
The 
well-drilling apparatus was called 
into use and the horse finally lifted 
to the top. The anim al became fast 
on several occasions and the ascent 
had to be repeated. T hat the horse 
was not injured in the plunge is 
believed due to the fact th at the 
small size of the shaft enabled it 
to slide down gently.

at Walker Laboratory of Rensselaer 
Polytechnic institute. 
The variations were found in the 
same 
brands 
of 
gasoline, 
from 
causes all or mostly outside the 
manufacturer’s control, and due to 
storage, delivery, weather, and the 
heredity of the gasoline. The study 
showed the changes may be suf­ 
ficiently great to afreet car perform­ 
ance, but probably not enough tor 
the average motorist to notice. 
They disclosed new ‘ kinks’’ in the 
gasoline problem and indicated that 
there has been a broad improvement 
in motx>r fuels, in that they increas­ 
ingly approximate the car needs for 
which they are made. Tile investi­ 
gation was made by Dr. II. M Fai- 
genbaum, M. D. McNaughton, PT. D. 
Donovan, G. F. Hodgson and R. M. 
Beach. 
It was explained that some of the 
gasoline escapes by evaporation, and 
the truant portion is the last vapor­ 
izing stuff which affects the “test" 
rating.
